workers is that the monotonous and rapid repetition hour after 
hour and month after month of movements- in'themselves 
light and simple requires holding a single posture over too 
long periods. Ofter a posture which could do no" harm if helti 
for only a few moments out of each day will bring on dan- 
gerous diseases when held steadily as the chief position in one's 
daily occupation.

The United States Health Service has been investigating 


this condition and finds that the physique and health of many 
women industrial workers are seriously impaired, even by 
tasks requiring no other muscular strain than the bad posture. 


Bent shoulders, drooping-head, a'sideways "slouch," un- 


interrupted sitting or standing, may cause deformity if not 
acute disease. 


The remedies, made more difficult of application because o'f 


modern industrial tendencies, include frequent change of posi- 
tion and change of occupation. The bent head and shoulders 
may be counteracted by reaching-upward, and so on. Chairs 
should be constructed to fit the individual needs, with a prop- 
erly located back rest and means of keeping the feet, resting 
firmly on the floor. 


The rest periods which are not a part of the routine in many 


factories should be increased in number and well used by all 
workers, for they offer the needed opportunity for change of 
posture.

Dodging a Slump. 


The slight slackening noticed lately in various lines of busi- 


ness has caused a good deal of apprehension among business 
men. On the whole, however, it has probably ^been a very- 
good thing, because it served as a warning against inflation. 
The view of the matter is thus expressed by a Chicago steel 
man: 
' 


"Until a few weeks ago, I believe, we were riding to a fall, 


owing to the last nine-month period of increased selling prices, 
which were running to an unhealthy level. However, both 
buyers and sellers are now taking inventory and I believe that 
the present lull in trade is a good indication of wholesome 
business during the third and fourth quarters of this year. 


"An unfortunate element is found in the fact that labor is 


taking no such inventory. 
Labor continues to increase its 


demands, regardless of business tendencies." 


Business, for once, has shown more self-restraint than labor. 


It has.tried to avoid the dangers into which the country rushed 
'during the last boom. If the present prosperity is to continue 
and remain steady for any length of time, there will have to be 
a more serious effort on the part of labor to do its share by re- 
sisting wage inflation. The public is in no mood to .endure 
extortion, and excessive wages, like excessive prices, will kill 
'fhe-goose that lays the golden eggs.

PLENTIFUL IN SWEDEN 


Stockholm.—Sweden 
can 
face-thc 


menace of world shortage of petrol- 
eum with relative calm, in spite of 
having no domestic supply of that fuel, 
according to Axel F. Enstrorn, a lead- 
ing Swedish industrial and financial 
expert, in a recent address before the 
Association of Swedish Industries. 


One- of the most important sources 


of fuel oil which has "recently been, ex- 
perimented -with 
here is bituminous 


shale. It was estimated by the speak- 
er, that the Swedish 
sliale 
deposits 


could yield about 500,000,000 tons of 
ehale oil. Production on a small scale 
is at present being carried on. 


A still more practical substitute for 


•petroleum is wood alcohol, said 
Mr. 


Enstrom. And Sweden could within a 
short time prqduce wood alcohol 
in 


. quantities corresponding to the pres- 
ent consumption of gasoline. Its manu- 
facture as a by-product of chemical 
wood pulp is particularly economical. 
The existing factories have a capacity 
of about -6,000,000 gallons of wood al-~ 
cohol a year, and with new building 
and still more highly developed meth- 
ods of conservation, he declared, this 
*apacity could be increased^ to about 
17,000,000 gallons a year. 


Finally, 
Sweden, 
because of her 


great hydro-electric resources, will in 
the future permit a very much greater 
use of electricity stored in batteries. 
Almost every section of the country is. 
now served -by the net of power lines, 
and electricity could be drawn from' 


them for the use 'of passenger cars, 
trucks, and tractors.

BRITISH AMATEURS 


London.—Airplane flying 
promises 


to become as popular in England as 
bicycling or motoring. British manjj- 
facturers are now

models of aircraft that will cost little 
more than a motorcycle.
